1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 23), filed 1/16/2007, with 
respect to claims 1, 14 and 31 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of clams 1,14, and 31 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-13, 15-30, 32-60 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* All rejected claims have been cancelled to place the application in 
allowance condition; 

* The present invention provides a new method, apparatus and processor 
readable storage device for producing virtual camera motion, which can find a 
foreground thereby to reduce errors and time needed when creating morphs of 
an image (specification, page 2, lines 18-20).

- one or more processors... different angles (see independent claim 42); 

- one or more processors... . Identifies said foreground (see independent 
claim 57).
